‘The initial test verifies the experts’ pre- 
dictions that the new Chicago track is 
the fastest in the world. The significance 
of Cooper’s performance may be seen at 
a glance when a comparison of t. nes 
made here and at Indianapolis are pointed 
out. During the elimination test at the 
Hoosier oval Wilcox in a Stutz made the 
best time, nearly ninety-nine miles an 
hour. 

Other Cars Pass Century. 

Cooper gave his machine and the track 
@ thorcugh test, and when he had com- 
pleted ten laps (twenty miles) he had 
averaged? 106.19 miles per hour, showing 
the consistency of pilot, machine, and 
curse. Two other Stutz machines were 
on the course, and both averaged better 
than 100 miles an hour. 

Covering twenty miles, Gil Anderson, 
runner-up at the Indianapolis race, went 
the distance in 11:55, or at the rate of 
10.69 miles per hour. Howard Wilcox 
followed over the ten mile course in 5:40 
or at the rate of 105.88 miles an hour. 


“Speedway a Wonder“ Cooper. 
When he had completed his record 
ng performance, Cocper remarked 
to his team mates and several officials who 
had watched his car: The winner of 
this Cerby Will have to do his 500, miles at 
better than 100 miles an hour average.
